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MINIATURE DAHLIAS 


Here we offer dahlias that can be se- 
lected while they are blooming. All kinds, 
colors, white through pastels to deep ma- 
roon, purple, and red. Some with two 
or more colors in one flower. Single, 
semi-double and double flowers, on sturdy 
plants 15 to 18 inches tall at maturity. 
These dwarf dahlias start blooming early 
in the summer and give cut flowers until 
frost. Favorites can be saved by storing 


tubers over winter. 
. Thrive in either sun or part shade. 
Try these—they are almost fool proof. 


SPECTACULAR HOUSE PLANT 


Gloximias are fast gaining well de- 
served popularity. Flowers are bell-shaped, 
very large and colorful, last most of the 
summer. 

The leaves are large, dark green, soft 
and velvet-like in texture. Gloxinias are 
easy to care for: Water from the bottom, 
keep the ‘leaves dry, feed about once a 
month. Light shade is best, though several 
hours, morning or late afternoon sun is 
appreciated. The bulbs can be kept over 
either in the pot—in a cool closet or base- 
ment, or stored in sand or vermiculite for 
repotting in mid-winter. Violet soil works 
nicely on these bulbs. 

Gloxinias are a must for every indoor 
garden. 


IMPATIENS FOR SHADE 


Impatiens sultant, Sultan’s Flower, or 
whatever you choose to call it, this annual 
cannot be beat for all-summer bloom in 
the shade. We present it this year in three

Gladiolus truly deserve more _ popu- 
larity. Being well-suited for our Wash- 
ington climate, one wonders why they are 
not planted more frequently. With the 
least effort, they reward you with a bril- 
liant color show in your garden—even in 
the withering midsummer heat and give 
you excellent cutflowers for the home to 
boot. In the culture of gladiolus there is 
a good opportunity for an amateur to out- 
shine the professional gardener. 


With a little extra effort you will be 
able to raise exhibition flowers that you 
can be proud of. 


One thing to remember if you desire 
cut flowers: Cut when the first two lower 
buds show color. They will gradually 
open to the top. Keep in mind to purchase 
only disease and pest free treated bulbs. 


VINCA FOR THAT DRY SPOT 


For those dry places where even the 
toughest weeds struggle for a thirsty exist- 
ence, annual Vincas (Perriwinkle) are 
ideally suited. No matter how dry or how 
hot it gets, these plants take our unpre- 
dictable Washington their 
stride.

EXQUISITE FALL FLOWERS 
Easily Grown 


Anemone Japonica should be massed 
in your perennial borders whether part 


shade or sun. 


Plants grow fast if supplied with suffi- 
cient moisture during dry months. All 
the varieties bloom profusely from Sep- 
tember into November and are excellent 
for cutting... We have imported ‘several 
new ones this year. An especially beautiful 
variety is Anemone Alba. Single white 
blossoms similar to dogwood blooms. 
Plant grows from 3 to 4 ft. high. A well- 
established clump of this is surely a mag- 
nificent sight and has no equal among fall 
flowers. If at first you do not succeed 
with Anemones, don’t give up, try again. 
They reward your effort and once you 
have a well-established plant, it will grace 


your garden for years and years. Keep in 
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mind that they like a rather moist soil and 
are especially beautiful and successful in 
part shade near shrubs. 


CONSIDER THE LILIES 
To our Lily list we have added Lilium — 


Centifoliwm. Here is one that cannot be 
hidden in your garden. Its flowers, white 
on the inside, outside colors shading pink 
to purple, are carried on stems 5 to 7 
foot tall. Even easier to grow than the 
Regal Lily. Blooms during July and 
August. Plant in partial shade, well 
drained soil, about 5” deep. Very hardy! 


ROSES WITHOUT ROSE BEDS 


Here is an idea that is worth consider- 
ing for your perennial border. Try Flori- 
bunda roses to insure constant summer 
bloom.

The 
flowers are single, 2 to 21% inches across, 
and the plants grow about 2 to 2% feet 
tall. Blooms profusely all summer long. 
We consider this one of the finest and 
most reliable perennials for any garden. 


LYTHRUM THRIVES IN 
POOR CONDITION 


‘Those of you_that have what you con- 
sider, IMPOSSIBLE GARDENING 
CONDITIONS should try the strain of 
Loosestrife or Lythrum, known as Mor- 
den’s Pink. ‘This very hardy perennial 
seems qualified to adopt itself to any and 
all conditions, and along with it, is one 
of our most attractive ever-blooming per- 
ennials. Grows 3 to 4 foot tall in sun 
or shade, dry or wet soil, and bears nu- 
merous spikes of pink florets all through 


the summer. Excellent for cut flowers. 


PLATYCODONS 


Some perennials especially desirable in 
this area do much better if planted and

then left undisturbed in that location. 
One of these is Platycodon (Balloon 
flower) offered in two forms: Grandi- 
florum with a height at maturity of about 
20 inches; and Mariesi as a dwarf, grow- 
ing to about 12 inches. Platycodon pre- 
fers a sunny location, but is not to be 
overlooked for use in partial shade. Some- 
times mixing sand in the bed, or raising 
the level of the bed corrects the drainage 
problem. Platycodon blooms all Summer, 
and is offered in blue, white and flesh 
pink. A light well drained soil is best for 


this perennial. 


SUMMER-FLOWERING HELIOPSIS 


To get variety in color in these stand- 
by plants, start with Heliopsis Goldgrun- 
herz (Gold-green-heart) for a good 
solid yellow. Unquestionably hardy, this 
newest Heliopsis is famous for its ability 
to produce great numbers of flowers all 
Summer long on plants 3 to 4 feet tall. 
Foliage is a good deep green and the 
flower shows .a small green heart when 
first opening. Any rich garden soil will 


grow this Heliopsis. 


COLORFUL PENTSTEMON 


Not all of our favorite Perennials have 
everything, but for some real outstanding 
colors try Pentstemon. ‘Though it has not 
always proved hardy, it is well worth 
the extra trouble a little winter protection 
might be. The colors run from deep pink 
in dark red, on foliage that seems to be 
pest free. ‘Lhe flower form is very simi- 
lar to the foxglove flower. Pentstemon 
blooms all summer long, and prefers a 
sunny location with a rich, loamy soil.

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HARDY LILIES 


Lilies make wonderful accent points 
throughout the border, and contrary to 
belief, are not at all difficult to grow. 
One of the first to be planted in any 
garden should be the Madonna Lily (L. 
Candidum). Its snow white flowers ap- 
pear freely on 3 to 4 ft. stems during 
June and July, and are delightfully fra- 
grant. If your Madonna Lilies are al- 
ready established let us recommend the 
Estate lily. It blooms just a little later, 
stalks about 4 ft. high, with numerous 


extremely large, pure white trumpets. 


HYPERION ANYWHERE 


One of the perennials that will grow 
almost any place, and can be transplanted 
any time 1s Hemerocallis, variety Hyper- 
ion. It will not bloom all summer, but 
does its producing during July and part 
of August. Many light yellow flowers are 
carried on erect 3 ft. stems. Hyperion’s 
foliage is desirable for its graceful arching 
effect. Extraordinarily vigorous and eas- 
ily grown. Very fine as a cut flower, and 
remember, it is a member of the “‘wet or 


dry soil, sun or shade location” class. 


USEFUL HYPERICUM 


For the large space that you want to 
fill as attractively as possible, consider 
chis¢eanmbe 


used either as a specimen plant in the 


Hypericum Moserianum. 


border, or massed as a blooming ground 
cover. Also very useful along shrub bor- 
ders to cover bare lower branches of 
taller shrubs. Hypericum grows about 


18” tall, and spreads about 2 ft. From 
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early summer until frost large golden 
yellow flowers adorn the plant. Hyperi- 
cum. is not too particular as to soil re- 


quirements. 


GOOD NEW BUTTERFLY BUSH 


Another large plant, classified as a 
shrub, is Buddleia (Butterfly bush). One 
of the newest and most desirable varieties 
in this group is Empire Blue. The sym- 
metrical bloom spikes are a very deep 
blue, and are present in great numbers 
all Summer until frost. Very easily 


grown, and requires no special care. 


ASTILBE MOST VERSATILE 


It is unfortunate that some home own- 
ers are limited in plant materials that can 
be used in their gardens because of too 
much shade, and/or too much moisture. 
It is very fortunate, on the brighter side, 
that there are some plants that can be 
used to advantage under these conditions. 
Mentioned before in this letter were 
Helleborus, Lythrum, and Hemerocallis 
Hyperion. Another one that is adaptable 
to a wide range of conditions is A stilbe— 
often called Spirea. Astilbe has flower 
spikes ranging from white to deep red 
and bronzy-green deeply cut leaves that 


are beautiful all of the growing season. 


The foliage rarely grows over one foot 
tall, but the flowers are tall spikes, some- 
times 2 ft. higher than the leaves. Bloom- 
ing during June and early July. There is 
room for this perennial in every sunny 
garden, and gardens with too much shade 
and moisture could very well use Astilbe 


in varieties for the predominant material.

Plant in full sun about 4 to 5 inches apart, four to five inches deep. Good drainage 
is necessary, but glads like plenty water when coming into bloom. One light applica- 
tion of fertilizer should prove ample. When flower spikes are cut, leave at least four 
leaves to facilitate food storage in bulbs if they are to be saved for following year. 


Lift bulbs when leaves turn brown, or at first frost. Dry bulbs for two or three weeks, remove old 
bulbs and bulblets, dry for two to three more weeks, dust with mixture of DDT and Fermate. Store 
for winter at temperature about 40 to 50 degrees. 


To prolong the "glad" season, buy enough good bulbs so that you can make four or five 
plantings two weeks apart, beginning about April Ist.
